O XE of the earliest, if not the 
first, of the avocado trees 
in California is the proud 
possession of Mr. and Mrs. A. F. 
Snell of 419 East Highland ave- 
' nue. 

As high as a two-story house, 
the tree is now neariy a quarter 
; of a century old, 

A seedling, the tree originally 
.stood just east of North Canyon 
i avenue. Ten years ago the Snells 
' dug it out, hooked it onto a trac¬ 
tor and dragged it to its present 
location. 

Strange to relate, the tree sur¬ 
vived the transplanting process. 
It’s been yielding bumper crops of 
fruit ever since. Year before last 
it provided the Snells with an 
even dozen lug boxes of fruit. 

Besides the avocados them¬ 
selves the Snells are continually 
taking cuttings from it to graft 
onto smaller trees. Many avocado 
trees around town were started 
from cuttings off this one of the 
Snell’s. 

Experts at Davis Agricultural | 
College of the State Uni¬ 
versity .say the fruit has the 
highest oil content and best fla¬ 
vor of any avocados anywhere.

“Because much of this work 
has been left in a half-finished 
state ,the situation at many points 
is more critical than if existing 
flood control protection had not 
been torn out and this other work 
started,” he pointed out. 

“Ftirthermore I shall work for 
a unified program of protection 
that the Montrose disaster never 
can be repeated,” Candidate Hin¬ 
shaw promised. 

Friends stressed that the carry¬ 
ing through of such a program 
requires an active Congressman, 
willing to devote his entire time 
to the job which the people will 
elect him.
